Indeed So Rare? 


In a_ sense, 
the most ab- 
sorbing com- 
mentary on the 
death of Harold 
L. Ickes is the 
emphasis 
placed on his 
always-o b v i- 
ous integrity. 

Has integri- 
ty become so 
rare that when 
a possessor of 
it passes from 

life, we must all wonder at that 
bright and shining quality? 

Certainly Harold Ickes had it. 

He put the nation first. The 
proposed steal of the tidelands 
- oil, for all its window dressing, 
was to him as much a steal from 
the vital oil reserves of the na- 
tion as was that at Teapot Dome. 
He said so. 

When Warren G. Harding was 
being nominated, Harold Ickes’ 
voice was heard shouting “No” 
until the deed was done. He 
knew. 


Voice Raised 


He was first attracted to poli- 
tics by Teddy Roosevelt’s Bull 
Moose party. After the first 
World War he came back to poli- 
tics as a supporter of Hiram 
Johnson of California, nominat- 
ed for the presidency. In that 
fight he helped give the nation 
the great gifts of Woodrow Wil- 
son. He worked with Republicans, 
Bull Moosers, Independent Re- 
se eg and Democrats, La 

ollette Progressives, and Roose- 
velt’s New Deal. 

Well back in the ’20’s he was 
raising his voice against the 
iniquities of the stock market 
manipulators which led, finally, 
to the present SEC. He helped 
expose the frauds of Samuel 
Insull, the Chicago utilities 
thief. He rowed with Hale 
(Big. Bill) Thompson, Chicago’s 
most corrupt mayor of the 
twenties. He was an established 
fighter for honesty in government 
long before Franklin D. Roose- 
velt picked him up in 1933. He 
didn’t agree with all FDR did, 
but he believed Roosevelt wanted 
to protect the nation’s resources, 
its oil, its ores, its grazing lands, 
and its forests from predatory 
interests which wanted to exploit 
them without control. He was 
made Secretary of the Interior 
and it is worth noting, he held 
that position until he resigned 
from President Truman’s cabinet 
because he opposed Truman’s 
nomination of an oil man whom 
Ickes believed to be corrupt— 
because that man had, Ickes said, 
asked to make an oil deal which 
Was wrong so that the party could 
obtain a contribution of $300,- 
000. There are men who could 
tell stories of how they had a 
telephone call from Ickes who 
would ask, “How about that 
causeway or that irrigation pro- 
ject out your way? It doesn’t 
smell good. Don’t give me de- 
tails. Just say yes or no.” When 
the underground railway tunnel 
was built in Chicago, Frank Knox 
agreed to it, only, “if Ickes could 
keep an eye on the money.” 

He kept the Nazis from getting 
the helium gas that almost every- 
one in the nation wanted them to 
have. That was in 1937. Ickes re- 
fused because he didn’t trust 
Hitler and believed (correctly as 
it turned out), that Hitler would 
use it for military purposes. It 
= the Nazi dirigible develop- 
ment. 


Picturesque Phrases 


He was famous for puncturing 
stuffed shirts and for letting the 
air out of demagogues, with origi- 
nal, picturesque phrases: 

When Hugh Johnson, of NRA, 
fell out with him and attacked 
him, Ickes said, “Hugh is suf- 
fering from mental saddle sores.” 

Huey Long referred to him as a 
“chinch bug from Chicago.” Back 
came Ickes: “The trouble with 
Senator Long is he is suffering 
from halitosis of the intellect. 
That’s presuming, of course, that 
Emperor Long has an intellect.” 

His reference to Wendell 
Willkie as a “simple, barefoot 
Wall Street lawyer,” hurt that 
candidate’s chances in that it 
collapsed the effort to picture 
Willkie as an Indiana country 


He wounded Dewey by saying, 
in 1944, “I see where Mr. Dewey 
has thrown in his diaper.” 

Despite his furious resignation 
from the Truman cabinet, he 
supported Truman against Dewey, 
saying Dewey had “a tinkertoy” 
2pproach to foreign affairs and 
was “a candidate in sneakers.” 

Two of his pallbearers were 
Henry Wallace and Sen. Robert 
Taft—both of whom could learn 
from his life. 

The two represent the variety 
of the man’s life; the spread of 
his friendships. He was a fighter 
always, and did not win all of 
his battles. He took plenty of 
lumps. But,, he never stayed 
dewn for the coun, and he 
never failed to answer the bell. 

What were the interests of this 
belligerent man? 

Gardening. He liked nature 
and flowers. One of his greatest 
achievements, and the one which 
pleased him most, was that he 
was the first gardener in this 
country to patent a dahlia. 

In death they talk of his in- 
tegrity. American life cries for 
that qualify. The moral is plain.

South Carolina’s Gov. James 
Byrnes is expected to inten- 
sify his call for a “politically 
independent” South when he 
addresses the Georgia Legisla- 
ture at noon Wednesday. 

The occasion is expected to be 
a “states’ rights” pep meeting, 
since Byrnes is speaking in the 
home state of Governor Talmadge, 
his colleague in a Southern battle 
against policies of the National 
Democratic Party. 

The Georgia Legislature already 
has passed a bill morally freeing 
the Georgia Democratic electors 
from supporting the National 
Democratic Party’s presidential 
nominee. 


FAVORS RUSSELL 

Governor Byrnes already is on 
record as urging Georgia’s Senator 
Russell for the presidential nomi- 
nation. His speech in Russell’s 
home state likely will pay tribute 
to the Georgia senator. 

On his arrival here Tuesday 
night, Byrnes refused to comment 
on President Truman’s entry in 
the New Hampshire presidential 
preferential primary against Sen. 
Estes Kefauver. In previous inter- 
views, Byrnes has expressed the 
belief that Truman will not be a 
candidate for renomination, and 
said that the South is fighting the 
principles of the National Demo- 
cratic Party rather than an in- 
dividual. When he left his name 
in the New Hampshire primary, 
the President didn’t answer the 
question as to whether he will be 
a candidate for the nomination 
at the Democratic national con- 
vention. 


LEAD DIXIE MOVE 

Governors Talmadge and Byrnes 
and Virginia Sen. Harry Byrd are 
spearheading the Southern move 
toward either obtaining a “suit- 
able” presidential nominee and 
platform from the Democratic 
Party or else withholding electoral 
votes and trying to throw the 
election of the President into 
Congress. 

Governor Byrnes recently ad- 
dressed the Virginia Legislature. 
When newsmen questioned him 
on the next step in the Southern 
movement, he laughed and said 
he didn’t wish to discuss politics 
prior to his speech.

- The labor motion was introduced 
in the House of Commons 
near the end of the first day of 
a two-day foreign policy debate 
whose main topic was Churchill’s 
speech to the U. S. Congress. 


It came after Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden declared _§ that 
President Truman, Secretary of 
State Acheson, General Bradley 
and “all the leading Americans” 
are opposed to carrying the Ko- 
rean war to the Chinese mainland.

Fulton-City

The Fulton County legislative 
delegation and two-thirds of the 
DeKalb delegation to the General 
Assembly have agreed on legisla- 
tion to create a new joint plan- 
ning commission and board of 
zoning appeals for Atlanta and 
Fulton County. 

Only the approval of Rep. Rich- 
ard Bell of DeKalb is needed to 
end with compromise a recent dis- 
pute between Fulton legislators, 
Mayor Hartsfield and Chamber of 
Commerce leaders. 


Under this compromise a 1951 
act creating the present joint city- 
county planning commission would 
be repealed and a 1946 general 
law would be amended so as to 
require a new joint city-county 
board. 

The proposed new board would 
be composed of seven members, 
five from the city and two from 
the county. Pension rights of board 
employees would be preserved by 
the city’s furnishing some em- 
ployees of the board and the coun- 
ty the others. 


With the Fulton delegation in 
accord on the proposal, they are 
seeking only the okay of the De- 
Kalb lawmakers who are consulted 
on most bills affecting Atlanta be- 
cause part of the city lies in De-

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Japan Treaty, 
3 Pacts Pass 
Senate Body

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5— The 

Senate foreign relations commit- 
tee unanimously approved Tues- 
day the peace treaty with Japan 
and the three associated pacts that 
will raise a democratic defensive 
alliance in the Pacific. 

The four covenants were rec- 
ommended 13 to 0, intact and 
without qualification, to the Sen- 
ate itself for its ratification. This, 
a process that by the Constitution 
requires a two-thirds vote, may 
not come for two or three weeks. 
When it does the favoring major- 
ity probably will be better than 
10 to one and there may be no 
dissent at all. 

This clear prospect was raised 
by the action of the committee in 
proposing that the Senate, in its 
resolution of ratification, repu- 
diate on behalf of the United 
States that part of the Yalta 
agreement of 1945 by which South 
Sakhalin, the Kurile Islands, and 
other island positions off Japan 
were to be handed over to the 
Soviet Union. 

The committee chairman, Sen- 
ator Connally, (Dem., Texas), 
told reporters he would ask the 
Senate Democratic leaders to give 
a high place on the calendar of 
business for the main treaty, that 
making peace with Japan, and for 
the three security pacts, which 
bind in mutual defense the United 
States and Australia-New Zea- 
land, the United States and Japan, 
and the United States and the 
Philippine Republic.

NOT RACE GUARANTEE 

Both the White House and 
Frank McKinney, Democratic na- 
tional chairman who had urged 
the President to stay in the race, 
emphasized that Mr. Truman’s an- 


nouncement Tuesday did not nec- 
essarily mean that he was a can- 
didate for re-election. Similarly, 
when Mr. Truman announced last 
week his intention of withdraw- 
ing his name from the New 
Hampshire primary, he said that 
action would not preclude him 
from later becoming a candidate 
because it wouldn’t be necessary 
for him to run in any primaries 
to win renomination from his 


|party if he desired it. 


The New Hampshire vote is the 
first presidential primary of the 
1952 campaign, and Mr. Truman’s 
decision to leave his name on the 
ballot makes‘ the contest of vital 
importance to Democrats as well 
as Republicans. The stakes are 
very high for both Mr. Truman 
and Senator Kefauver on _ the 
Democratic side, and for General 
Eisenhower, Senator Taft of Ohio, 
and Harold E. Stassen, former 
Minnesota governor, on the Re- 
publican ticket. 


RUNS DEFEAT RISK 
The President, in making a be- 


lated decision to run against Sen- 
ator Kefauver in New Hampshire, 
runs the potential risk of a de- 
feat, or of being closely pressed 
in the popular vote, and neither 
outcome would be beneficial to 
his political fortunes if he is to 
be a candidate for re-election. On 
the other hand, if Mr. Truman 
can administer a decisive beating 
to Senator Kefauver, it would set 
back the Tennessean’s presiden- 
tial campaign which he has an- 
nounced he intends to carry for- 
ward even if Mr. Truman an- 
nounces that he wants another 
term,

PARIS, Feb. 5—The United Na- 
tions General Assembly ended its 
1951 session Tuesday afternoon 
with another clash between the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
over the decision not to take up a 
permanent settlement of Korea 
now, 

As its final action the assembly 
voted overwhelmingly to hold a 
special session at the headquarters 
in New York after an armistice is 
reached, or if “other develop- 
ments” make it desirable to con- 
sider the Korean question. 

The vote was 51 to 5, with the 
Soviet bloc standing alone, Chile 
and Yemen abstaining, and Peru 
and South Africa absent, However, 
on a paragraph-by-paragraph vote 
the Soviet bloc abstained on the 
section of the resolution request- 
ing the assembly’s negotiating 
committee for extra-budgetary 
funds to negotiate with member 
nations regarding their contribu- 
tions to the United Nations Ko- 
rean Reconstruction Agency. 

Belief that the assembly should 
take up the agency’s program for 
the relief and reconstruction of 
Korea without delay was respon- 
sible for Chile’s abstention.

Germany Insists on Bargaining 


West German Chancellor Adenauer is 
proving a tough leader in negotiations with 
the Western Allies over his republic’s role 
in building the defenses of Western Europe. 
He is showing fully that he understands Ger- 
many’s position. as the key to Western de- 
fense plans and that she has the advantage 
in negotiations because of this fact. 


Adenauer says flatly that he will not 
initial the European army treaty under which 
Germany would supply armed units until 
“satisfactory solutions” to the problems of 
the Saar and German membership in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization are 
reached. 

In the dispute over the Saar, a point of 
issue between Germany and France through 
the centuries, the Germans have a strong 
case. The tiny area, 738 square miles, was 
separated from Germany after the first 
World War and administered by the League 
of Nations through a commission. The French 
had the sole right to work the mines for 15 
years in payment for destruction of northern 
French coal mines by the German army. 

The territory voted to rejoin Germany in 
a plebiscite in 1935. However, in the first 
post World War II election (Oct. 5, 1947) the 
Saar population voted overwhelmingly for an 
economic union with France. An autonomous 
Saarland government was granted by France 
in 1948 subject to French economic and finan- 
cial legislation. Recently the French govern- 
ment named an envoy to this independent 
Saarland, emphasizing its independence, 
against German objections. 

Outside of the Ruhr, the Saar basin is the 
most heavily industrialized locality in Europe. 
It has vast coal resources, steel and heavy 
industry. It is indeed a prize. West Ger- 
many holds that it is necessary for her eco- 
nomic well-being. 

Only the industrial Ruhr, nationalized in 
1946 on orders of the British who occupy this 
portion of the country, is comparable in im- 
portance to the economy of Western Europe.

We can see no fairness in the order by 
mobilization officials which’ would -allot de- 
fense contracts for the armed forces to 
areas suffering unemployment, at the expense 
of other sections of. the nation—creating an 
employment problem for them also. 

We can see no justice to the hard-pressed 
public’s taxpaying abilify in ‘permitting nego= 
tiated contracts for items needed by the 
' Army, Navy and Marine Corps simply to give 
employment in a particular ‘area. 

We can see no excuse for penalizing the 
rest of the nation to aid one section, nor can 
we agree with a policy which places defense 
contracts on a handout basis with conse- 
quently greatly increased costs. 

Why should the Southern textile industry 
be dealt such a blow as this because New 
England mills, with their high costs and other 
troubles, cannot meet the competition on 
bids for goods produced for the government? 
Why should Southern mill owners and South- 
ern labor be penalized for the inefficiency of 
New England operations? 

The United States defense mobilization 
officials maintain they are trying to achieve 
security of the free world as economically as 
possible. They maintain they are trying to 
give us a dollar’s worth of defense for a dol- 
lar in tax money. How, then, can they jus- 


tify arbitrarily letting manufacturing con- 


tracts without bids? 

They cannot justify it. 

We hope Georgia senators and representa- 
tives as well as those from all over the coun- 
try will oppose such flagrant disregard of the 
taxpayers’ welfare as this action seems to 
indicate. It just doesn’t make sense.

In DeKalb County conscientious citizens 
who carry more than their share of the tax 
load because they are honest in making 
their returns are getting a lift.

Adenauer’s NATO views will also gain a 
sympathetic audience. If Germany is to pro- 
vide troops for a European army, he argues, 
she should also have a voice in setting NATO 
policies involving Germany. To limit Ger- 
man troops to the role of a foreign legion is 
unfair and unjust, he charges. 


The changing attitude of the German gov- 
ernment will delay integration of German 
arms and industry into Western defense plans 
indefinitely. Realizing the West’s needs, they 
may be expected to continue a firm stand un- 
til concessions are made. 


The importance of the West German role 
in Western defense plans cannot be over- 
estimated. The industrial Ruhr has made 
one of the most remarkable comebacks in 
history. Her currency is sound and there is 
hope for a bright economic future if this 
economy can be channeled to the West. In- 
dustrial production is now 136 per cent above 
the 1936 level. 


It is easy to understand why France fears 
Germany and why she is reluctant to rush 
ahead with plans to incorporate full German 
participation in NATO and a European army. 
She has felt the tramp of German feet and 
the bite of German militarism too many times 
to forget. However, hardheaded statesmen 
will sooner or later realize that there can be 
no permanent European recovery without full 
German participation. 

West German steel is helping to rebuild 
the economic strength of Europe and can pro- 
vide many of the tools of defense of Western 
Europe. Across the line marking the Iron 
Curtain, the Russians have publicly confessed 
that their efforts to build a “Little Ruhr” on 
the German-Polish border have flopped. They 
aren’t getting the steel, the coal, and other 
expected goods. 

There will have to be some concessions 
made on both sides if Western Europe, in- 
cluding West Germany, is to play its proper 
role in defending our civilization.

Fat Hardy Helped 


The Revenuers 


Fat Hardy, who had been arrested many times 
for fooling with nontax-paid liquor before his 


y chemical 


experiments 


last October fatally 


poisoned 38 unsuspecting citizens, will probably be surprised to 
learn that his activities have considerably lessened the burdens of 
the 30-odd federal agents who chase moonshiners in Georgia. Moon- 
shining, in terms of stills cut down and men arrested, dropped off 
by a third in the months following Fat’s arrest, investigation and 
trial, and the industry has not yet fully recovered. 


According to Knox Johnston, 


the federal Alcohol Tax Unit’s 
investigator in charge here, folks 
got scared of the white light- 
ning and took to drinking sealed 
whisky. The sudden drop in 
demand was reflected almost 
immediately in a decrease in 
the number of stills in opera- 
tions and a consequent drop in 
stills cut down and men ar- 
rested, a drop which, if contin- 
ued, may endanger Georgia’s 
long-held position as the moon- 
shine capital of the universe. 


If people knew how the boot- 
leg whisky was made, says Mr. 
Johnston, who has been a reve- 
nue agent since 1928, and the 
head of the local alcoho] tax 
unit since 1934, they wouldn’t 
drink any of it and his whole 
office could go out of business. 
Mr. Johnston has seen thou- 
sands of stills in operation, 
and most of them, he says, 
were considerably less sanitary 
than the average hog pen. 
When the ingredients for the 
mash are put together—100 
pounds of sugar, 100 gallons of 
water, a bushel of bran, a hand- 
ful of potash—and the whole 


thing begins to work and fer- 


ment, it casts an aroma upon 


the woodland air that brings 


every pig, possum, squirre] and 
chipmunk for miles around to 
the scene, | 


A considerable number of 
them fall in and drown, but 
the moonshiners are not dis- 
turbed by this and make no 
effort to fish them out. They 
make a great distinction be- 
tween “drinking whisky” 


which they manufacture for . 


their ewn use, and take some 
pains with, and “selling whis- 
ky,” Avhich is hauled still hot 
from the stills by the entre- 
preneurs whe truck it te At- 
lanta. 


The days of the blood. feuds 
between the moonshiner and the 
revenuer have been over a long 
time, Mr. Johnston says. Since 
he took over the office in 1934, 
only one of his Georgia agents 
has been killed in a raid on a 
still, and no moonshiners have 
been killed. There seems to be 
something resembling a sporting 
atmosphere about the whole 
business now. The agents learn 


‘in a few mountain 


where the still is by whatever 
means they can, raid it, and 
catch whoever they are able to 
outrun. 

Some of the agents have been 
chasing the same moonshiners 
over the same hills so long, 
catching them every time they 
serve their term and go back to 
moonshining, that a sort of mu- 
tual admiration and _ respect 
grows up between the hunter 
and the hunted. Duff Floyd, up 
in Pickens County, for example, 
is held in high regard by the 
moonshiners as a fair-minded, 
honest man. 

Despite the Fat Hardy epi- 
sode, Georgia continues to be the 
state most heavily infested with 
moonshiners, and the business in 
Georgia is concentrated largely 
counties, 
with the exception of some il- 
licit distilling around Macon and 
Savannah. Last year Mr. John- 
ston’s men, with the aid of 20 
state agents, destroyed nearly 
40,000 gallons of liquor, and 
more than a million gallons of 
mash. At $10.50 a gallon, which 
is the federal tax on a gallon of 
whisky, the liquor destroyed 
represented a revenue loss to 
the government of about $420,- 
000. To the moonshiner, who 
gets $3 a gallon for his liquor at 
the still site, it represented a loss 
of $120,000. To the man who 
hauls it to Atlanta and sells it 
to the distributors at $8 a gal- 
lon, it represented a loss of 
$320,000, and to the retailers, 
like Fat Hardy, who bought it 
from the hauler-wholesaler and 
sold it by the pint for around 
$16 a gallon, it represented a 
drop in revenue of some $460,- 
000. 

The only people who profited 
were the folks who didn’t drink 
it since it wasn’t available, and 
who, therefore, didn’t wake up 
dead, blind, sick or in jail.

_ Pentagon Offensive fF 
_ Captures Objective |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5—Next to the Wash- 
ington Monument and the Potomac River on an 
April evening, the most impressive sight in the 


~ 


capital of the United States is the annual Pentagon offensive 
against Congress. Upon the successful completion of this mission, 
which is designed this year to muster a military appropriation of 
$52,100,000,000, rests all other U. S. military operations—the pro- 
tection of Korea, the containment of communism, the defense of ° 
Europe—and the strategy and tactics of the campaign are at least 
equal to the magnitude of the operation. 


Basically, the Pentagon’s 
strategy is the same as that ap- 
plied against the Germans at 
Normandy in 1944 and against 
the Japanese at Okinawa a year 
later: that is to say, it is the 
strategy of power, getting there 
“fustest with the mostest,” and 
overwhelming and silencing the 
opposition in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

The opening skirmish in the 
battle started Tuesday morn- 
ing in the caucus room of the 
Senate Office Building before 
a subcommittee of the Senate 
appropriations committee, and 
the Pentagon was on hand 
long before the opposition 
senators were in their places. 


Sometime around dawn, an 
advance patrol from across the 
river reconnoitered the target. 
Shortly thereafter, the Army 
transportation boys started mov- 
ing in-the hardware. Along the 
windows of the caucus room, 
they set up two bombsights, 
the old Norden sight of the last 
war and the new K-1 bomb- 
sight, which automatically 
records everything down below, 
except the minutes of the Krem- 
lin meetings. 

Next came the models of the 
antiaircraft guns, old model, 
new model; the antipersonnel 
mines, the electronic wonders of 
the age, the antitank weapons, 
etc. All these lined up in the 
big marble room like exhibits at 
a county fair, except that they 
were all carefully covered with 
white sheets, like the parlor fur- 
niture during vacation. 

After the transportation corps, 
the official advertisers moved in 
with charts—visual exhibits to 
you. These illustrated every- 
thing from the tonnage required 
to maintain a soldier at the 38th 
Parallel to the number of draw- 
ings it now takes to produce a 
jet fighter (6,572). Then, just 
before 10 this morning, came 
the brains. 

Usually, a cabinet officer en- 
ters a congressional committee 
room with a prepared state- 
ment, one or two consoling as- 
sociates, and a prayer, but not 
the secretary of defense, Mr. 
Robert A. Lovett. He moved 
upon the target this morning 
with a covey of well-armed sol- 


diers to protect the above- 


mentioned paraphernalia, a bat- 
tery of secretaries and assistant 
secretaries from the various 
services, and a convention of 
adverising experts. s 

What about waste? Sen. Jos- 
eph O’Mahoney of Wyoming and 
Sen. Dennis Chavez of New 
Mexico wanted to know. Secre- 
tary Lovett said waste was a 
terrible thing, and the visual 
education experts immediately 
went over to the attack. 


They hoisted a series of large 
posters onto a large stand in 
front of the senators. These 
showed that the Pentagon was 
unalterably opposed to waste. 
One poster warned the GI not 
to load his plate at mealtime 


_ with more food than he could 


eat (“Are your eyes bigger than 
your stomach?’’). Another took 
a firm stand against soldiers or 
sailors with muddy feet. 
How come, a senator wanted 
to know, things cost so much? 
It was at this point that the 


‘ Pentagon made the largest ad- | 


vance of the day. The military 
police unveiled the bombsights, 
the models, the airplane wing 
sections, and the mines. The ad- 
vertising battalion produced an- 
other set of “visual aids,” and 
Thomas K. Finletter, the air 
secretary, got himself a tall 
microphone and a long pointer 
and went to work. 

Everything, he explained, has 
been redesigned since the last 
war. This old War II bombsight 
cost $8,000 per copy; the new 
K-1 (a self-calculator that 
laughs at the dark and loves 
clouds) cost $250,000. Thus,’ it 
was explained, bombsights had 
gone up. 

Fighters were redesigned, too. 
Used to cost $26,471 for a fight- 
er frame, now costs $197,309. 
(Somebody produced two sheets 
of aluminum: old one 3/16ths 
of an inch; new one %sthsi\of an 
inch.) Same with almost every- 
thing. 

All the senators were im- 
pressed, and Chairman O’Ma- 
honey was absolutely delighted.

Owners May 
Get a Break

A new water main deal may 
be in store for owners of corner 
lots in Atlanta: 

James E. Jackson, council water

Cost-of-living adjustments in 
the pay of state officials and em- 
ployees would be provided by 
legislation up for consideration in 
both houses of the General As- 
sembly Wednesday. 

A substitute bill is ready for 
action in the House in a move to 


reconsider a pay raise proposal 
that failed of passage Monday. 


The substitute would adjust 
the pay of state officials and em- 
ployees so as to give them com- 
pensation with purchasing power 
equal to the buying power of 
their pay on Jan. 1, 1943. Since 
the cost-of-living index has risen 
96 per cent since that date, the 
proposed legislation would give 
state officials and employees al- 
lowances so as to double their 
1943 compensation. 


In many instances, however, 


the pay of state officials and em-/|5 


ployees has already been adjusted 


in recent years to double their 
1943 salaries. Under the pro- 
visions of the new bill these offi- 
cials and workers would get no 
increased allowances.

Helps You 
Grow Tall 


“” By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Nutrition is growing up... 
certainly in the last 20 or 30 
years, nutrition has been chal- 
lenging heredity on the height 
score. While tall parents have 
tall children, it might be ques- 
tioned as to how much is trace- 
able to ancestry and how much 
to the family food habits. 

Today’s column is for the 
benefit of shorties who write 
posthaste inquiring about fast- 
growing foods, and their chances 
of growing taller. The “shooting 
up” period is 14 to 16. Girls 
may start earlier, around 12. 
On the average, a girl’s growth 
is pretty well fixed by 16. The 
increase from 16 to 20 is normal- 
ly only eight-tenths of an inch. 

The growing up years for a 
boy are often longer ... up to 
18, and there may continue to 
be a slight increase up to 20. 

Just how many more inches 
can be added depends on your 
nutrition. There is considerably 
more growing-up material in 
some foods than in others, Here 
is the daily food pattern which 
can help you outstrip your an- 
cestry. Milk, a quart a day, at 
least one egg, a serving of meat, 
vegetables, stressing green leafy 
and yellow, fruits including 
oranges or grapefruit; whole 
grain cereals and whole grain or 
enriched bread. This list insures 
adequate growing protein and 
minerals and those essential 
vitamins. 

Eat all vegetables, take sec- 
onds on greens, ask your mother 
to serve liver twice a week, and 
suggest 100 per cent whole grain 
bread and hot cereal, such as 
oatmeal, If your growing time 
is short, ask the doctor to pre- 
scribe a vitamin B eomplex, 
furnishing all the B factor's, so 
important to growth. 

If you are on the skinny side, 
don’t spoil your .appetite for 
g00d nutrition by having soft 
drinks, sodas, coffee, tea or cig- 
arettes. A good tip ... rest bee 
fore the main meal aids in the 
assimilation of food.

Scientific Neglect 
Called Good Practice 


‘For divers reasons the lete 
alone or scientific neglect of 
ulcers, wounds and other sur- 


face. lesions or breaks of the 
skin is the most difficult te 
carry out. 


I learned my first lesson about 
this the first month I served in 
the mines—in private practice. 
A teen-age boy sustained a com- 
pound fracture of the femur, that 
is, a broken thigh bone with one 
fragment projecting through the 
skin. 


I cleansed the wound care- 
fully, applied a sterile (germ- 
free) dressing and put the limb 
in Hodgen’s suspension, This is 
a hammock suspended from the 
ceiling, so arranged that a con- 
stant moderate pull is kept orr 
the foot. In the course of several 
days this steady traction brings 
the fragments into as nearly 
perfect appSsition as is surgi- 
cally or mechanically possible. 


Being an honest doctor I gave 
an honest answer when a news- 
paper reporter asked whether I 
had “reduced” the fracture. 
“Not yet,” I replied foolishly, 
“complete reduction will take 
several days.” So the newspa- 
per revealed that I had not re- 
duced the fracture and Dr. So- 
and-So, who had been called in 
later, said the patient was doing 
as well as could be expected, 
etc. You may not believe it, 
but it took me more than five 
years to learn that you can't 
tell patients the truth and hold 
their patronage. 


Under ideal conditions a 
wound, burn or ulcer will heal 
just so fast and no antiseptic 
can make it heal any faster. To 
ascribe “healing” virtues to 
medicaments, old or new, is 
childish. 


In the care of any wound, 
burn or ulcer it is well to keep 
in mind the fact that even the 
gentlest, most skillful handling 
for inspection or change of 
dressings inevitably destroys 
some of the delicate new tissue 
cells and consequently retards 
or sets back the healing process. 


These newly formed tissue 
cells are perhaps more vulner- 
able to “powerful” antiseptics 
than most germs. This explains 
why simple wounds, burns or 
other minor lesions take so long 
to heal when maltreated with 
antiseptic nostrums.
